PIRACY INQUIRY 


A correspondent expresses the per- 
Linent opinion that the public should 
eventually know something of the re- 
‘sults of the offcial investigation of the 
Tungehow piracy. Tt is presumed, 
that information on that subject will, 
Jn due course, be available when the| 
relevant reports have been received 
and considered in England. Tt will be 
recalled that inquiries were held in| 
Hongkong and Shanghai. ‘The pro- 
cedure of a private investigation was| 
followed in order to sve time and 
to enable tne Tungchow to continue 
her Journey to Chefoo. It is obvious- 
ly desirable that, when the necessary 
consideration has been given to the 
reports, some sort of statement should 
be made public. ‘There is no ground 
for beliet thet the British authorities 
are opposed to such publication, but 
of course it ig not likely to be im- 
mediately available. In the interests 
of all concerned enlightenment on 
certain aspects of the affair is highly 
desirable. Nor can it be imagined 
that the authorities are unaware of 
this feeling. In England, at all events, 
fan official statement would naturally 
be expected, such as, for example, 
emerges after a serious railway a 

cident, #0 say nothing of the recent 
example afforded by the Naval Court 
Martial which inquired into the col- 
sion between HM. Hood ond 
JHMS. Renown. Therefore it is ap- 
propriate "to draw attention to the 
opinion expressed by the correspond- 
tent referred to above and, in so doing, 
to support his view that official ex-| 
position of the causes of the piracy| 
should ultimately be forthcoming.

BRITISH POLICY 


Sir Alexander Cadogan hos emphati- 
cally and opportunely disposed of the 
Persistent “rumours "which have 
credited the British “Government 
with propasals for a loan to China, 
As this” journal has consistently 
pointed out, most of the speculations 








‘on the subject have failed to take 


into account the Treasury rules re- 
garding the flotation of foreign loans 
at this time and they have equally 
ignored the actual needs of China in 
the present diffieulty. Sir Alexander 
has fortunately been’ able to assure 
inguirers that the financial troubles 
here are being sympathetically 
watched in London, but the obvious 
‘course is to look to the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment for such concrete suggestions 
as might be considered appropriate 
fo the emergency. The British 
Minister's statement also. confirms 
the view that Great Britain is keep- 
ing in touch with other “interested 
Powers." This should effectively 
dissipate apprehensions which have 
been hastily based by certain com- 
mentators on imperfect judgment of 
British policy.

GEN. DOIHARA’S MISSION IN CANTON 


‘Explaining Japan’s Stand to South-West Warmly 
Weleomed: Satisfactory Outcome of Conversation 


Shanghal, Mar. 10. 1 
Japanese officials have been agree 
ably surprised by the cordiality of 
the reception given to Major-General 
Doihara during his visit to Kuang~ 
tung and Kwangsi, and by the 
Jobvious sincerity of the wish of the 
Southwestern leaders to understand 
the Japanese position, 

General Dothara is now somewhere 
in Fukien, probably in Foochow. He 
fs not expected to return to Shanghai 
until between March 18 and 20, and 
will leave for Japan on March 22, 
‘unless his plans are changed at the 
last moment, He has reported that 
hhe has been well received wherever 
he has gone, with the possible excep- 
Yon of a coolness in the Chinese 
press in Hongkong. 

‘His mission, according to a spokes 
man of the Japanese Legation, has 
never been specific or official. He 
‘has been charged with the task of 
explaining to the Chinese, both in 
Nanking and in the South-west, the 
‘Japanese attitude. towards Man~ 
churian affairs and the Japanese 
feelings towards China, ‘The idea 
‘that General Dothara was here to 
‘make any “demands” was once more 
pooh-poohed. It was a misunder- 
Standing, the spokesman affirmed, 


Spiritual Appeal

On March 4 he had on 
interview with General Chen Cl) 
tang, the Cantonese military leader, 
Mr. Lin Yun-kai, the chairman of 
the Kuangtung ‘provincial govern= 
ment, General Liu Chi-wen, the 
mayor of Canton, and members of 
the Southwestern Political Council. 
To them he made much the same 
explanation as he had made to Mr. 





Hu. 

‘He found that reports of his con 
versations in Nanking and news 
concerning the Sino-Japanese rappro- 
chement had had an unexpected 
effect upon the south. There seemed 
to be a fear in Canton—and he found 
a similar feeling in Kwangsi—that a 
rapprochement between Nanking and 
Japan would free Nanking’s hands 
Yor strong action against the South 
west. They were deeply sceptical of 
Nanking’s bona fides, “and warned 
General Dothara that ‘the rapproche- 
ment was only a temporary expedient 
‘adopted for their own purposes 
the leaders in Nanking and not to be 
counted upon. 

Rquatlty Essentiat 

For themselves they were not ine 
lined to baulk at a rapprochement 
with Japan. They stipulated, how. 
jever, that it should be on terms of 
perfect equality between the two

‘The adequate protection of trade 
marks in China has been a 
matter which has given rise to 
considerable anxiety in the past, 
but, if the interest which is being 
shown in the question by Chinese 
officials bears the fruit it deserves, 
there are prospects of securing 
amendment of the law calculated 
to give satisfaction all round. 
When the conditions peculiar to 
China are taken into consideration, 
it is not surprising that the 
original enactment, and subsequent 
rulings by the responsible bodies 
should indicate some confusion of 
thought on the subjects. Owing 
to the work of several Chinese 
authorities, not the least of which 
is that of ‘Mr. Jolsen Ho, Director 
of the Chinese Trademark Bureau, 
who has written a most interest- 
ing article on the subject for the 
Chinese ‘Trademark Gazette, some 
of the initial mistakes in the law 
are now being fully realized and 
a keen desire shown for amend- 
ments which will do much to 
remove uneasiness. One of the most 
important difficulties arose out of 
the opinion given by the Judicial 
Yuan in 1933 holding that the 
word “characters” in the phrase 
“characters used in a trademark,” 
did not include the pronunciation 
of such words. The point raised 
thereby is indicative of the neat 
problems with which the singular 
conditions prevailing in _ this 
country must occasionally perplex

‘Trademark Bureau apparently 
realized the danger to traders 
arising from this peculiarity of the 
language and sought to grant 
registration to only one party in 
the case of trademarks having 
similar pronunciations. ‘That was 
in the spirit of the law, but has 
deen upset by the Judicial Yuan's 
ruling which admittedly appears to 
be in strict conformity with the 
letter of the enactment. Embarras- 
ing though this decision may be, 
the Judicial Yuan will be found in 
the Jong run to have, done the in- 
dustrial and commercial commute 
ity a real service, in thereby point- 
ing out the necessity for 
revision of the law. The amendment 
suggested is a very simple one and 
once effected would have the result 
of tightening up the law and 
making its application a matter of 
greater certainty. 

There is another point in tne 
present law, to which foreign trade- 
mark owners attach even greater 
importance, and that is the question. 
of colours in trademarks. The 
Present law provides that colours 
must be designated, but it has 
never been clearly laid down 
whether a trademark registered 
for one colour is protected if used 





ister @ trademark in various com- 
binations of colours not only 
involves traders in very heavy 
‘expense, but opens the door to the 
pirating of trademarks. A recent 
ruling. of the Legislative Yuan to 
the effect that a trademark reg- 
fstered for one colour is not 
protected for any other colours 
has caused very great consternation 
amongst trademark owners. The 
same ruling contained the sur- 
prising assertion that the relative 
size of two trademarks was to be 
taken into consideration in consi- 
dering their similarity. It is very 
much hoped that any future revi- 
sion of the trademark law will 
remove any doubt as to the 
protection of trademarks in regard 
fo the question of colour. This 
doubt seems to have arisen out of 
the stipulation that the colours 
employed must be designated, and 
to have been shared by trademark 
proprietors and the Chinese Courts 
alike. ‘The simplest way to remove 
any doubts on the subject would 
be to amend the clause insisting 
upon designation of colours, and to 
lay it down that insofar as a trade~ 
mark is registered without limita- 
tion of colour, ft is deemed to be 
registered for all colours. 

Dealing with the same subject 
Mr. H. F. Allman goes further and 
treats of the copying of trademarks 
‘on closely allied goods, a recently 
instituted practice but’ one which 
is rapidly being availed of by the 
more unscrupulous producer. Al- 
ready in China, apart from foreign 
trademarks, there is a number of 
marks which have acquired a 
nationwide significance when ap- 
plied to certain goods. The affixing 
‘of the same marks to goods, not. 
Identical but of close alliance, may 
‘conceivably do harm to the owner 
of the mark as originally applied, 
especially if the quality of the 
allied goods is to any great extent 
inferior. It is by no means an easy 
matter to establish an outstanding 
reputation for a mark applied to 
certain specific goods; it can only 
be done by the maintenance of 
standard qualities and extensive 
and costly advertising for years 
until the mark becomes a house- 
hold word amongst purchasers. Its 
‘appearance then on allied goods 
of inferior quality might very well 
do damage to the interests of the 
‘owner of the original mark and 
the contention that the law might 
be amended in this respect has a 
great deal to be said for it. The 
practice is at present permissible, 
‘but it has not one moral reason to 
justify it. Not only does it re- 
present an attempt to ride to 
success on another's man back but

as a criticism of the original legis- 
lation. The introduction of so

With a sinister vivacity 
it has ministered to the misguided 
fancies of the speculator, and at 
the week-end the Finance Minister 
was moved twice in a single day 
‘to issue what he evidently intended 
to be a denial of certain asser- 
tions which purported to forecast 
‘the Government's proposals for 
dealing with the crisis. In the 
light of. recent history it is not 
improbable that the denials will 
merely be taken as inspiration to

[vague despair replaces confidence 
jin those on whom the direction of 
affairs is supposed to rest. The| 
rumours are the more dangerous 
because their form and a certain 
consistency in their substance in- 
dicate that an clement of truth 
hhas to be ascribed to them. They 
also betray a definite association 
with some kind of authoritative 
source. The remarkable regularity 
with which the sudden emergence 
jof a tendentious rumour has coin- 
‘cided with particular operations on 
‘the market cannot be dismissed as 
purely fortuitous. It is time that 
Dr. Kung’s emphatic condemna- 
tion of rumours-mongers were sup- 
plemented by direct efforts to ter~ 
minate activities which arouse 
feelings of grave anxiety and bit- 
‘ter resentment among those who. 
Jare genuinely desirous of support- 
ing whatever constructive action 
may be contemplated for handling 
China's present difficulties. Specu- 
Tators in market crises there will 
‘always be, but some of the specula- 
‘tion which has been aggravating 
‘the position of late has” invited 
most unfavourable comment. 

In such an atmosphere it is 
impossible to imagine that the 
Government can formulate policy 
with any sense of assurance. 
Above all it is most improbable 
‘that public confidence can be 
mobilized in the proper frame of 
mind to co-operate with the a 
[thorities in remedial action. No- 
one wishes or expects the Gov: 
Jernment to come to hasty dec 
sions. As Dr. Kung has himself 
Jhinted, adequate consideration and 
consultation must be a condition 
precedent to whatever line of 
jaction be pursued. At the same 
‘time it should be remembered that 
‘an already seriously deteriorated 
situation may be allowed to drift 
to unpleasant extremes, if it be 
‘constantly the sport of piecemeal 
revelations and half-hearted deni- 
als, which encourage the specula- 
tors like veritable ghouls to batten 
Jon the corpse of China's trade. 
Tt seems to be generally admitted 
that the Chinese Government is 
looking to foreign assistance in 
some form or other. If that be 
130, the proposals contemplated on 
‘behalf of China should be framed 
without delay. Their acceptance 
depends on the manner in which 
they conform to the known facts 
of the situation both here and in 
the countries whence assistance is 
to be sought. Talk of early stabi- 
lization of the dollar at a certain 
figure seems to be specially un- 
wise. Experience of other coun- 
tries engaged in such a project 
suggests that the funds required 
may prove to be far beyond 
China's reach, especially when it 
{is realized that conditions here do. 
not provide facilities for obtaining. 
Jdata which are imperatively es 
sential before definite trends in 
exchange can be detected. If 
‘China embarked upon a policy of| 
Jexchange stabilization with inade- 
jquate funds at her disposal she 
would merely be opening her 
pockets for unhindered plunder 
by speculators’ greedy hands. ‘The 
object might not be achieved 

ite the expenditure of money 
which China could ill afford. 

If foreign assistance be secured 
it is obvious that—to be of any. 
real value—it must be accom- 
panied by some form of prescribed 
Jcondition. The situation therefore 
Jdemands handling by minds which 
Jare not hampered by personal in- 
'terests, precon: ideas or com- 
mitments to any particular line of 
policy. One of the main causes 
fof the virulent speculation now 
proceeding—apart from human 
rapacity—is the prevailing lack of 
confidence. It is no part of this 
journal’s duty to apportion the 
‘blame. It is sufficient to reiterate 
the view that there has been a 
want of co-operation and team- 
work, with the result that men who 
normally would command confid- 
fence have been hopelessly handi- 
‘capped in the general atmosphere 
Jof suspicion and doubt. Thus, it 
fs open to question whether any 
plan put forward here—whether 
from Chinese or from foreign 
sources—would, at this critical 
juncture, immediately arouse en- 
‘husiasm. So long as so much 
cause for’ suspicion existed, the 
dominant feeling would be one of 
scepticism in.the ability of. those 
concerned to carry even the best- 
‘conceived policy to success. This

—to pass judgment, prescribe an

‘Knowledge that independent au- 
thority was ready to advise, and 
at the same time foreign co-opera~ 
tion might be more strongly en- 
Jcouraged. In the basis of that re- 
action from the present malaise, 
his counsel might be profitably em- 
ployed to maintain and stimulate 
a return to convalescence and, 
ultimately, to complete recovery. 











SHANGHAI'S WOES 

March 7. 
In this cloud of depression it is 
poor consolation to point to the 
{fair skies which may await Shang- 
hai in the not so very distant future, 
‘Yet, when extreme despondency is 
abroad it is Aitting to correct pos- 
sibly desperate views by recording 
the convietion that Shanghai should 
emerge from this crisis stronger 
land more prosperous than ever. 
The centre of world politics is likely 
to shift to the Far East in the next 
few years. ‘The relentless progress 
of recovery in Europe and America 
despite the hindrances of ill-con~ 
ceived systems of alleged control— 
‘will automatically stimulate a 
[general economic improvement. Of 
that turn in the tide Shanghai is 
in an exceptionally favourable 
position to take full advantage. 
‘And without venturing to indulge 
in the arid occupation of the 
prophet, it may not be rash to as- 
fsert that given reasonable politi- 
cal wisdom and competent states- 
manship the future should hold 
for Shanghai even greater promise 
‘of expansion and development than 
the by no means negligible past 
which” has abundantly. vindicated 
the enterprise and capacity of the 
citizens of this City. But that, 
perhaps, makes the present plight 
fof trade here all the more vexing. 
‘The downcast merchant is apt to 
resent an invitation to make a 
Pisgah of his woes in order to be- 
hold the Promised Land which he 
fears that his present disabilities 
will prevent him from enjoying. 
He is not disposed to be enthusiastic 
when what he knows to be the life- 
blood of Shanghal—its trade—is, 
stagnant and, as he sees it, in 
danger of drying up altogether. 
‘Yet exposition of his troubles may 
not carry much solace, unless it 
‘can lead to some really constructive 
plan for their remedy. Meanwhile 
the only sign of activity is in the 
[speculative elements of whom it 
fcan at least be said that they 
temper their disturbance of the 
markets with a direct challenge to 
complete lifelessness. The problem 
lot Shanghai at the moment is, in 
fact, that of preserving the vigour 
‘of its trade on which all the rest 
of its activities, of whatever kind, 
ultimately depend. To that end ali 
{interests should be marshalled and 
combined. 

Diagnoses of the present difi- 
culties have been freely given, 
They need hardly be recapitulated 
Jat length. Cheap money in the 
[past has induced Shanghai to put 
its dollars into the form of property 
‘which by the very nature of the 
prevailing conditions, has seemed 
most secure and remtmerative. So 
far has this process been carried 
that responsible observers have 
long held that Shanghai might be 
[said to be on a “land” standard. 
[Probably the hand has been over- 
‘called. Land values have been in- 
‘lated by speculation and over con- 
‘fidence. Now the situation has 
been complicated by excessive 
building with which existing rentals 
are highly inconsistent. Although 
the fate of the Majestic site ought 
to have given a waming signal, it 
[would be dificult to argue that 
the land "values have been 
recklessly Yaised, for comparisons 
‘with other land booms do not 
altogether support that conten- 
tion. “Yet the evidence seems 








to prove that the present down- 
ward tendency in rentals is 
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likely to be accelerated and must 
eventually apply a much-needed 
corrective. But the main cause of 
‘the depression is undoubtedly the 
junkind whim of Fate in electing to 
make political convenience in the 
‘United States of America depend 
jupon an arbitrary treatment of the 
commodity which Shanghai has 
used for currency. This commodity 
turned into land is not now avail- 
able to redress the balance of 
fevents. Thus although in the past 
/high silver rates have coincided 
with Shanghai's prosperity for the 
simple reason that it followed the 
‘course of commodity prices general- 
ly, now when silver is treated 
artificially apart from the value of 
other commodities, its rise in price 
is not only coincident with Shang- 
hai’s depression but actually ai 
centuates that depression in a 
marked degree. It is most un- 
forunate that the long established 
axiom of the economic interdepen- 
dence of nations should thus be 
expounded to China’s disadvantage 
/without any apparent means of 
jcorrection, until, by experience the 
lexpositor “discovers that political 
strategy is humoured dearly at the 
/expense of material economic gains. 
‘That is the situation with which 
‘Shanghai has to contend, so far as 
the outside world is concerned. It 
inevitably follows that in facing 
her problems she has to rely mainly 
‘on her own powers of recovery, in 
association, of course, with the 
[general effort of the country on 
[Which her trade and prosperity are 
based. 

Arguing therefore that Shanghai, 
like China, is staggering under the 
{combined effects of an unexpected 
blow struck from outside and of 
a coincident adverse balance of 
payments, and that for Shanghai 
the position is further complicated 

by the frozen condition of her 
sets, it is appropriate first of all 
to insist on the importance of con- 
centration on remedial action rather 
than on the development of those 
recriminatory — faculties which 
adversity is so apt to whet. 
Merchants feel deeply the absence 
{in this erisis of facilities which, in 
the past, have been available for 
their assistance in emergency. ‘This 
feeling may be justified but 
jabandonment to its extreme ex- 
pression does not help, for, whether 
the fault be discernible, ‘the con- 
dition remains just the same, Nor 
is it advisable to invoke the modern 
‘craze for control. On this point it 
may be pertinent to quote the view 
fof an acute observer on the other 
side of the Pacific in regard to his 
‘own country’s crisis. In a recent 
issue of the “Technology Review", 
Professor Floyd E. Armstrong has 
jeontended that the American de- 
pression actually came to an end 
in the Summer of 1932 and the 
country would be well on the way 
towards normal business conditions 
had not the hand of control" in= 
terfered:

So far Shanghai has not been faced 
by any attempt to refute this 
argument. But citation of it is 
useful to point the general line 
which may be appropriately fol- 
lowed in smoothing out the present 
‘awkward creases. What is needed, 
above all, is a complete sense of 
co-operation between all interests 
‘concerned in the maintenance of 
Shanghai's trade. If the pooling 
of resources be important, so is the 
pooling of goodwill and’ business 
capacity. This is not the doctrine 
of laissez-faire but a healthy prin- 
ciple of encouraging economic 
forces to find their natural means 
of expression. The exact signi- 
ficance of the ordeal which lies 
ahead cannot be determined but if 
it should imply a general deflation 
in the true sense of that much 
Jabused term, it might not be so 
formidable would otherwise 
accrue from ill-considered attempts 
to apply piecemeal remedies, That 
Shanghai is capable of weathering 
the storm is not open to doubt: 
anxiety lest the process should bé 
unnecessarily prolonged would be 
best_met by asserting the com- 
munity’s traditional qualities of 
the evenly-balanced mind and un- 
reserved confidence in the merits 
of real team-work. 
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SHANGHAI ORATORY 
March 8. 
Signor Lojacono followed time 
honoured diplomatic custom in 
addressing the Zero Club the other 
day in French, His chief host 
modestly had avoided either 
Italian or the classic language of 
diplomacy, on the ground that 
such an ‘effort would have too 
completely fulflled one of the 
chief functions of oratory—the 
concealment of thought. In inter~ 
national gatherings proficiency in 
foreign languages seems to be 
taken as a matier of course. Yet 
Shanghai actually presents some 
remarkable examples of that 
faculty. The British and Amerigan 
communities cannot plume them- 
selves greatly bn this characteristic 
of Shanghai. Theirs is usually the 
easy course. On that account they 
will be all’ the more appreciative 
of the skill with which Chinese 
speakers, for example, match 
fluent English with perhaps @ 
knowledge of one of the Chinese 
dialects in addition to their respec- 
tive mother tongues. ‘The con- 
siderable body of French-speaking 
Chinese gains recognition from 
all who have oceasion to attend 
gatherings under French auspices. 
Probably the palm has to be 
tiven to some of those European 
nationals who can speak three or 
four. of the European tongues 
besides conversing in Chinese and 
being fluent in English. ‘The 
variety of accent is noticeable. 
Here the Chinese seem to be the 
most adept in assimilating the 
native atmosphere. The Chinese 
from America, from Australia or 
from Europe ‘speaks the English 
language with the local accent of 
his acquisition of the accomplish 
ment, This faculty on the part of 
‘the educated Chinese has an echo 
in the curiously uncanny — gift 
possessed by the humble houseboy 
who, often, seems to answer the 
telephone in the exact tone and 
accent of his employer, occasionally 
to the mutual embarrassment of 
that flattered individual and his 
caller when the latter, not sensing 
hat he has managed to make what 
the sailors call a direct "hit, 
Dlandly asks “Master have got?” 
‘The newcomer to Shanghai ex- 
presses surprise at the frequency 
with which speech-making is in- 
voked to decorate public enter- 
tainments here. Shanghai has 
compelled even the most. tongue- 
tied and difident arrival, before 
he or she is within measurable 
approach of leaving the griffin 
stage, to rise and utter a few 
words. The Club dinner invariably 
includes certain guests and hosts 
who affect to be unable to enjoy 
the menu because of its reminder 
that before the assembly disperses 
they will have to get on their legs. 
‘This belief in the power of speech 
to stimulate good cheer results in 
turning out some fine and many 
indifferent orators. ‘There are 
‘men and women to whom Shang~ 
hai gives the sign “Pass friend; all 
is well”. There are others. ‘The 
sitted ‘after-dinner speaker is 
much in request, and he nobly 
runs the risk of’ exhausting the 
repertory of his surprises in this 
exceedingly restricted society. The 
poor “rabbit? plods along, suffers 
the tortures of the damned, re- 
fuses the help of notes, for ‘they 
only make him more nervous and 
consoles himself with the belief 
that he has performed so execrably 
that invitations to speak at other 
gatherings are not likely to pour 
in upon him. No doubt this 
Shanghai habit has its good points. 
Tt has also its horrors. “But for it 
some men—women will not be 
mentioned in so critical a vein— 
would have gone through in life 
in a splendid state of inarticula- 
tion. Unhappily and, to do them 
Justice, on the first occasion much 
against their will, they have been 
ccajoled into making @ speech, giv- 
ing a lecture or reading @ paper. 
‘That cruel kindness, which is .so 
marked a human trait, incites their 
friends to congratulate them on 
this maiden effort. ‘The sense of 
having broken the silence of @ 
hitherto irreproachable life be- 
comes overwhelming. ‘Thus. there 
is ereated the notion that, like the 
slatest book on China, the neophyte 
is filling a long-felt want. He 
aspires to speak at more dinners 
for other occasions. He takes to 
the study of cliches, books of 
anecdotes and even ‘ventures to 
cast an eye on a “handy elocution- 
iss guide”, His fate is sealed. 
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He becomes that depressing object 
‘the semi-professional orator. 
‘Whether Shanghai is better or 
worse tuan other places in en- 
couraging this fatuity it may be 
indecent to inquire. ‘The fact re- 
rains that oratory in this City 
observes a drear level of just 
below average dullness and the 
witty speech which should norma 
ly be hailed with delight as an 
casis in a desert of prolixity, is 
occasionally extinguished by the 
stim boredom of the atmosphere 
created by preceding orations. On 
no account must this criticism be 
taken to apply to any. recen* 
fathering. The Zero Club, to 
Judge from the reported proceed 
ings, maintains such a model 
brevity that its orators can 
serenely describe themselves 
hors concours when booby prizes 
for oratorlcal inefficieney are be- 
‘ing distributed. National Societies 
and the Rotary Club offer prl- 
vileged occasions. Tt is safer to 
look at this social problem from 
ne broadest possible point of view. 
In fact, “present corspany always 
excepted” may be affixed to these 
observations in commending them 
for Shanghai's attention. ‘Yet the 
training of the public speaker is 
not entirely wasted. He fills a 
useful role. ‘The trouble is that 
he has to ‘be trained in_public— 
especially in Shanghai. So when, 
sometimes, an esteemed fellow- 
citizen sits down amid loud ap- 
plause after making a brilliant 
speech, it is fitting to cast a 
thought of pity on those numerous 
eudiences on whom in the, 
perhaps, distant past he inflicted 
untold suffering in order to arrive 
at the success just acclaimed, 
Some there are who seem to burst 
into the tournament's sts fully- 
armed at all points cap-a-pie. For 
them or their audiences there is 
no need to be apprehensive. But 
others remain poor pedestrians 
whom Pegasus scorns to succour. 
They may have their sceret 
qualms. That is their own affair. 
‘The serious problem is the public 
malaise for which they are respon- 
sible. On second thoughts, how- 
ever, “that aspect of their crime 
may’ be unduly stressed. ‘They do 
at least temporarily give their, 
silent fellows—a vrapidly diminish 
ing band it is true—a not always 
altainable feeling of superiority. 
Responsibility must be placed

miscreants who go about Shanghai 
‘encouraging the indifferent speaker 
in the dangerous and devastating 
belief that he may be a little lower 
than the angels but he is not far 
from the level of Demosthenes, or 
even Mr. Lloyd George.

FIFTY YEARS AGO 
March 9. 

Mr. H. J. Clark's celebration 
of his fifty years in China has 
‘impelled a search through the 
files of this journal, in order 
to obtain some idea of the sort of 
Shanghai which mirrored itself in 
the daily newspaper fifty years 
ago. The “North-China Daily 
News” of March 9, 1885 consisted 
of four seven-column pages of 
approximately the same size as 
that which carries this retro- 
spect. Of the 28 columns eight 
columns were given to edi- 
torial views and news. The 
rest comprised advertisements. 
‘The leading article on that day 
discussed the reported proposal of 
the Imperial Chinese Government 
to increase the inland dues on 
tea and expressed the opinion that 
the Foreign Minister in Peking 
would make representations to the 
Government on the subject. The 
Chinese tea-dealers were reported 
not to be hopeful of securing an 
abandonment of the proposals be- 
cause of the Government's want 
of money and unfavourable finan- 
jeial position in prospect. ‘The 
Russian advance into Afghan 
territory—the Panjdeh incident— 
received attention in a second 
leader on the basis of 2 report in 
the now defunct “Englishman” 
(Calcutta). The Reuter telegrams 
occupied thirteen lines of print 
and, with plain single headlines 
jabsorbed a quarter of a column. 
The report of a day's proceedings 
of an Admiralty case in the 
‘Supreme Court before Sir Richard 
Rennie—Mr. Wilkinson for the 
plaintifis—received two full 
columns or @ quarter of the 
whole news space in the issue. 
Sporting intelligence was confined 
to the programme of the forth- 
coming two-day race-meeting at 
Hankow. Among the prizes was

“Daily Mail's" champion discovered 
savour of “impertinence” in the 
publication of the protest and 
crushingly added: 

T have very little space to give to 

reports of the proceedings of] 

Parliament... 

He proceeded to explain that, in 
‘those circumstances, he took steps 
to devote as much of the available 
space to speeches which supported 
his paper's particular point of view. 
‘This “authoritative statement of 
the practice of the ‘Daily Mail’ ” 
was tersely noted by “The Times! 
as being satisfactory in considering 
the point at issue: “the accurate 
resentation of the news of an im- 
portant Parliamentary debate”, 
‘This passage-at-arms ‘has evoked 
pertinent comment from Lord Elton 
who controls the fortunes of the 
“News Letter", that weighty week~ 
ly publication ‘which expounds the 
views of the Prime Minister on the 
subjects of the day. Lord Elton 
observes that the “Daily Mail's” 
practice 1s typical of the present 
Practice of the popular press as a 
whole. So the admission is “an 
authoritative statement of the 
greatest social importance” and 
involves much wider issues than 
the existence of the present Gov- 
ernment 

Is not the drying up, or pollution, 

of its sources of political inform 

tion a threat to the very. existence 
of democracy—a threat agains! 
which the BBC. is an. important, 
though as yet only a partial. safe- 
muard? Again is it either right or 

‘expedient that any individual, how- 

‘ever personally capable or upright 

he may be, should be able by mere 

money-power to purchase control 

‘over a great ration's sources of in-| 

formation, a control whieh Is #0| 

far-reaching and can be so arbitrari-| 

ly employed? 
Lord Elton urges that this is a most 
vital question and demands con- 
sideration either on the lines of 
extending to parliamentary report- 
ing the practice enforced in judicial 
reports or by developing the pos- 
sibility of controlling-ownership on 
the same principles as are now ap- 
lied to “The Times" itself. 

In_ emphasizing the _anti-de- 
mocratic character of this modern 
practice, Lord Elton is stating 
truism for the logical conclusion 























of such a practice is to be found | 


in countries which, in recent years, 
have frankly taken their stand 
‘against democracy and have there- 
fore submitted to a completely one- 
sided control of the press. But, 
without embarking upon 0 ex- 
tensive a subject of controversy, 
it may be useful to consider the 
simpler issue of the proper en- 


"iightenment of the public on the 
course of debates in Parliament. In 
former days, before the popular 
press was able to rear its head on 
the mass of semi-educated readers 
brought into existence In the two 
decades following. the passing of 
the Elementary Education Act of 
1870, the daily newspapers devoted 
reverent. attention 10 the proceed- 
‘ings in Parliament. Even now the 
Press" Association issues to. all 
papers admirable summaries of the 
ebates and those summaries are 
frequently used by the better pro- 
vincial journals. London news- 
papers, like "The ‘Times and, in 
Silesser degree, the "Dally ‘Tele- 
graph” and. "Morning Post” stl 
Publish "adequate Parliamentary 
Summaries, They also. mainta 
that valuable feature, the summary 
or “sketch” by their own gallery 
correspondents, ‘The provincial 
ewspapers of the more Important 
kind are similarly ‘represented in 
the gallery. Iti, in fact, admitted 
by most competent judges that the 
Parliamentary despatches to certain 
Provincial journals are unequalled 
by those appearing daily in. any 
London newspaper, except “The 
Times". Some of them are fully 
deserving of the same respect as is 
habitually given to the journal 
Which the Associate Editor of the 
“Daily’ Mail” has detected indulg- 
{ing in impertinence. There ean be 
little doubt that if the “Yorkshire: 
Post” or the “Birmingham Post” oF 
the * 

“Scotsman” gave its readers. what 
the “Dally " Mall", "the "Daily 
Herald” ‘of the’ "Dally Express” 
considers to. be adequate Pa 
Tamentary tidings, — it would 
soon be called to account by its 
indignant ‘readers who are not in- 
clined to have fobbed off upon them 
Inthe. Provinces the kind of 
frivolous fustian which is sufcient 
to help the Londoner to: break the 
monotony ‘of sex-appeal “storie 
sporting intelligence or crime sen- 
mations. 


Impartiality in the presentation of 
Inews and in formulating views is the 
ideal which newspapers in theory 
are supposed to cherish. It is often 
hampered by physical difficulties. | 
whether of time or space. Yet by a 
really free Press it should be 
pursued with sedulous jealousy. 
‘Lord Elton’s contentions have con- 
siderable weight, but the real 
trouble is that the preservation of 
impartiality in a daily newspaper 
‘can only run on what might be 
termed “rough and ready” lines. 
‘The responsible journalist knows 
exactly how to define it, but his 
definition is always in danger of 
being questioned by the layman. 
‘And the layman, in the last resort, 
is the effective judge of the issue. 
Nevertheless it is obviously um- 
Portant that the proceedings in 
Parliament should be intelligently 
studied by the electors and a one- 
sided report which omits all the 
‘speeches in favour of a measure 
and prints only the speeches con- 
demning it is not calculated to 
develop sober judgment among 
those who exeréise the parliament- 
ary franchise. In a sense this is no 
new feature of English political 
life. ‘The party organs never dis- 
played excessive impartiality and, 
although the “Daily Telegraph” 
would undoubtedly have given to 
Victorians full reports of Mr. 
Gladstone's speeches, it may be 
recalled that it undoubtedly gave 
dutifully greater attention to Lord 
Salisbury's important pronounce- 
ments. ‘But, when all this is said 
and done, there is little doubt that 
‘the popular newspaper has flagrant- 
ly abandoned all pretence at im- 
Partiality—and not only in politic- 
‘al matters. The arts of suppression, 
‘compression and expression have 
been employed to deflect public 
opinion on subjects of all kinds. 
Tn these and other abuses the 
whole system of a free press is in 
danger, by reason of the justifiable 
criticism which they invite. The 
desperate remedy of official control 
is to be deprecated, but in England

A few days ago at 
tention "was drawn’ to junvenile 
styles in China—leather coats, fying 
helmets, and as a coup d'etat, goggles 
to match—as significant proof of the 
‘air-mindedness of modern China. In 
Great Britain speed has gone several 
stops ahead, and it is now interest- 
ing to learn of a further advance. 
An air company—The Provincial 
‘Airways Limited—has been formed 
with the slogan “Catch up on ime— 
fy there” and a door-to-door service 
has been introduced. Passengers

Hayman, and the two Hayman 
‘children, Frances, who at that time 
was four years old, and a baby less 
than a year old. With them was Miss 
Grace Emblen, also a British subject, 
‘Mrs. Bosshardt, Mrs. Hayman and 
the ‘wo children were released the 
day following thelr capture and were 
‘sent to plead for ransom money. 
Miss Emblen and the two men were 
forced to march with the Red band. 
Unable to keep pace with them, Miss 
Emiblen was left on a hillside ‘some 
nine or ten days following the raid 
fon the China Inland Mission at Kiu- 
chow, Kweichow, She subsequently 
made her way back, and Is now on 
Teave in England. 

News received trom Mr, Bosshardt 
‘and Mr. Hayman, early in December, 
indleated that ‘their captors | had 
cireled into Hunan. At that time, 
‘they wrote at the direction of th 
‘Communists to emphasize the need 
for ransom money. Since then, no 
‘news bas been received directly from 
the missionaries. 

Interviewed by a representative of 
the “North-China Herald,” au- 
thorities at the China Inland Mison 
there yesterday stat it they, 
received both reports referred to in 
‘the most recent despatch, and the 
latest news simply “served to keep 
hope alive." Further . conversation 
‘revealed that the despatch contatned 
the first knowledge of other foreign- 
ers in captivity to be received, It

‘End of Hazardous Trek

The exact 
sequence of what followed is not 
clear. “At some time during the orgy 
of pillaging and rape indulged in by 
the Reds, both Mrs. Frencham and 
her patient were shot dead. 

‘Mr, Frencham, a young Australian, 
‘was taken captive ‘with the colonei 
of the troops garrisoning the city. 
With several othors, the two were 
marched outside the elty walls, At 
this juncture Mr. Frencham attempted 
to put up resistance to the Com. 
munists, who then beat him to death. 
ig tellow.captive, the colonel, was 

‘Hope that Mrs, Frencham was 
alive had waned dally since th 
news of her capture had been ¥é 
ceived in Sian and the search for 
her had failed to produce any clues, 
The first accounts of the death of 
Mr. Frencham, however, containing 
no references ‘to this wife, forbade 
‘despair. But when it was learned 
that Dr. J. M. Clow, who had ace 
‘companied “Mr. Carwardine, of the 
China Inland Mission, to search tor 
‘Mrs. Frencham, was returning to 
Sian, the last vestiges of hope seemed 
tobe disappearing. 

‘The accounts of ‘Mrs. Frencham's 
death hitherto received appear to be 
‘circumstantial in nature and official 
‘confirmation is tacking. 

‘The latest message from Mr. G, E. 
Stockley, the Hankow British Vice- 
Consul, who is now at Sian endea~ 
vouring to obtain some definite news 
concerning the couple, states that he 
is “convinced that Mr. Frencham 
hhas been killed, and his wife also, 
but the circumstances will only be 
Known when Ningklang Is recovered." 

‘Warning to Kwelchow Americans

With the return ofthe Com=

FAMINE RELIEF MEASURES IN HUNAN 


Interesting Account of Problem Handled: Getting 
Farmers Off the Relief 


From Out Own ConnssroxDesr 


Changsha, Feb. 20. 
‘The Changsha Women's club met 
this month at the Home of Mrs. G. G. 
Helde. The speaker was Mr. G. G. 
Helde, foreign secretary of the 
Changsha YMCA. His subject was 
“Flood and Famine Relief in Hunan.” 

Mr. Helde said there were three 
problems to be faced in connection 
with Reliet Funds. First; Where to| 
et relief funds? Second; How to get 
relief to those who need it? Third; 
How to get the people off relief? 

‘There was an organization begun 
in 1981 called the National Flood| 
Relief Council, with Mr. TB. Sung 
of Shanghai a3 president. Mr. Sung! 
arranged for a. loan of American 
‘wheat, and Hunan gota share of 
$0,000" tons. 

‘Ten thousand dollars of this were| 
distributed as out right gifts, while 
$30,000 were given out as loans to the 
farmers. Then sprang up another 
organization called the Labour Loan. 
Tt took 30,000 tons, or $2,000,006 
worth and divided ‘it among the 
farmer groups around the Tung Ting 
‘Lake, which was the most destitute 
[section of the Province. 

‘These loans were given for re 
habiliation. ‘There ‘were small 
organizations of farmer groups oF 
‘communities around the Lake, and 

‘group was responsible for the 
bbullaing and. up-keep of a certain 
dyke oF portion of dyke. So it wa 
not so dificult to make these loans 
when the communities were already: 
‘organized into responsible groups. A 
large percentage of these loans have: 
been collected and have been re 
Joaned to other communities for other 
Projects, 

In 1921 the International Relief 
‘Commission passed $360,000 to Hunan, 
‘which was a gift from America. | At 
this time road was built to Bao 
Ching, which was then the heart 
of the famine district, The Goverr 
‘ment promised to give $80,000 for the 
up-keep of this road for ten years. 
‘This has been done and the time 
‘expired one year ago, when the road 
was given to the Government and is 
now controlled as all the other im- 
proved roads through the Province. 

Roads were a by-product of reliet 
It was a good way in which quickly] 
to relieve suffering at the time of the 
crisis, and it was a big factor in pre- 
venting future distress, because food| 
supplies could be brought in easily. 
So by building this road, a permanent 
means was left by which to prevent 
further famines in this seetion. 

Tt seemed impossible to get further 
help from the Relief Commission in 
Peiping, but the members of the In- 
ternational Relief Committee here in 
Changsha were surprised when they 
found. themselves the recipients of 
$800,000, ‘This was for loans for 
rehabilitation. 

‘Mr. Helde, who is a member of this| 
International Relief Committee, said 
he had always been connected with 
organizations which were usually 
Anancially embarrassed, but when this 
{$800,000 came through ‘from Peiping, 
he found there were more funds on 
hand than they knew how to dispose 
of for the time, and that seemed to 
be more uncomfortable than being: 
continually wondering where to get 
suicient ‘funds. from. 

‘But soon the Committee was work-| 
ing hard to build up responsible com- 
munity units and dependable persons| 
in charge through whom to make 
these Ioans to the farmers. 

At the close of 1934, $546,000 of 
this money had been Icaned and of 
this amount which had been put out 
fall has ‘been paid back but $8,000. 
And a half or more of this remaining | 
$6,000 is expected to be collected soon. 

‘The larger portion of these loans! 
fhas been given to the farmers in 
‘the twelve hsien or counties sur-| 
Founding Tung Ting Lake. ‘This 
section of the province can rightly be 
fcalled the granary of Hunan,  for| 
more rice is grown here than any 
other section, because it is level, rich, 
delta land. And yet there is no section, 
's0 subject to floods, for the surround- 
ing country, for miles around is very 
low and with heavy water pressure 
the dykes cannot hold. 

‘Two men have been sent trom 
Peiping to help organize these recelv- 
ing co-operatives, and give instruc: 
tion in the making of the loan con- 
tracts, 

Complete reports are sent from the 
Hunan Relief Committee to” the 
National Economie Conference every 

A. study . committee has been 
organized, which Is working with the 
Government Reconstruction “Bureau, 
to study the problems of the Tung 
‘Ting Lake. ‘They are stu; 
hydraulic engineering, dyke building, 
well-digging, and irrigation, and in 
this way give to the farmers. per- 
manent improvements. This is being| 
made possible. by using the money 
which has been returned from the 
Labour Loans. 

‘Since the Chinese New Year holi- 
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day, a group of 50 men who have| 
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been carefully selected from various 
localities and lines of business, have 
started out to administer relle? toa 
large central district, south of the 


This committee ts establishing 
branch offices and distributing centres 
for farmer loans. And. they will 
touch that section of Hunan where 
the drought has been most severe dur- 
Ing the past summer, 

The Government has made a gitt 
to the farmers of $100,000 with whieh 
fo buy seeds for the coming year. 
‘This amount seems to have been col- 
lected from a surtax, supplemented 
by funds held by an emergency com- 
mittee, 

From these results which show that 
such a large percentage has been 
Fetumed from the farmer's loans, 1 
would seem that many are getting off 
the reliet. 

With the improvements which have 
‘been made, unless a severe drought 
OF flood comes, conditions are such a3 
to insure against another’ serious 
famine.

UNEASINESS IN 
MONGOLIA 


Dispute Between Nanking 
and Pailingmiao 
Prost Out Own Consesroroexr 


Peiping, Mar. 2 

Last autumn the Central Govern- 
ment came to some kind of agree 
ment with the Autonomous Mongo-| 
ian Council at Pailingmiao whereby, 
among other items, Chinese immigra~ 
ion was to ecase, no Chinese troops 
were to be stationed in Mongol ter 
Fitory, the Mongols were to have the| 
Fight to raise their own taxes, and 
the Chinese government was to pay| 
a monthly subsidy of $30,000 and give 
them a certain number of rifles. The 
immigration has stopped, and  the| 
‘subsidy has been paid up to 
the end of December, and 200 riftes| 
‘out of the promised '300 have been. 
Supplied. But the Chinese provincial 
authorities, and especially General Fu 
Tsoryi, the Chairman of Suiyuan, 
who ‘has always ben opposed to 
granting local” autonomy” to the| 
Mongols, have looked with distavour 
on these arrangements and have tried 
to place every obstacle in the way 
of their fulfliment. 


Opium Tax Squabble 

‘Trouble is now threatening trom 
three causes. The Pailingmiso Coun- 
cll had established tax-stations along! 
the southern frontiers of | Suiyuan, 
province. In the ordinary course of! 
Events the Chinese authorities would 
not have greaily worried about this. 
But what has roused their particular: 
fre is that these tax-stations have in- 
sisted on levying transit-duty on the 
large caravans of camels that pass 
through Mongol territory bringing. 
down opium from Kansu, and have 
‘even conflzcated such cargoes, when 
they refused to pay the tax. In con 
sequence, the ‘Sulyuan authorities 
have demanded the abolition of these 
tax-stations, In order to enforce their 
demand, they ‘have been pushin, 
troops northwards into Inner Mongo 
ia, until there are about 2,000 of 
them encircling Pailingmiao at no 
great ‘distance. ‘The meeting of 
‘delegates of Inner Mongolia that 
hhad been called for March 5 at Pale 
Hngmiao has been cancelled for the 
present. 

‘The Mongol Autonomous govern- 
ment is now demanding the immediate 
withdrawel of all Chinese » troops: 
from thelr territory and at the same: 
time the recognition of their absolute 
right to levy’ what taxes they like. 
‘Another demand of theirs—probably’ 
the most awkward of the three—is| 
for ‘the immediate release of Han} 
Feng-lin, a Mongol official, who was 
taken from his house here in Peiping 
last September and has not been 
heard of since. The Mongols have all 
ng insisted that he was carried off 
by special political police; and cer- 
tainly all the evidence points in that 
direction. "There has ‘been a vast 
‘correspondence and exchange of tele- 
rams about this case between the 
Mongols and Nanking which was al- 
layed for a time, when General 
Chiang Kai-shek during his visit to 
‘Suiyuan is sald to have given 
the Mongol leaders the assurance 
Han vould be “found” within 
‘a month. 

Missing General's’ Fate 

‘The Mongols now have raised the 
question of this man's fate once more, 
fand have sent a strongly-worded tele- 
gram to Nanking demanding his 
Immediate release. The Pailingmiso 
Couneil have also been sending wires 
to the Mongol Residents’ Association 
In Peiping about the matter, and at 
the end of one of these occurs the 
remark that, if they cannot obtain 
‘alistaction in this case, all Mongols 
in Chinese territory had better return 
home at once, so as to clear the 
ground for further action. 

It is alleged that the Nanking gov- 
ernment takes the view that the Pai 
Tingmiao Covell can be ignored, as 
it does not carry any real weight in| 
‘Mongolia, pointing to the utterances

TRADE OPPORTUNITIES IN MANCHOUKUO 


French, Polish and Czechoslovak Interests Seek 
Outlet for Capital 


Front Our Own Comesronoexr 


Harbin, Feb. 28. 

Owing to the eritical state of trade 
and industry in France, a very large 
amount of capital has become free 
and is consequently searching for 
fan outlet. Capitalists in France 
hhave lately become greatly interested 
In the Far East, many French prom- 
nent financiers having visited the 
Manchurian Empire during the past 
few months. 

‘Some of them have slready  in- 
vested certain sums in the country. 

‘These French capitalists consist of 
four groups, the first one being the 
Banque Franco-Aslatique, which 
‘commenced operating ‘in. Manchuria 
before the incidents of 1931, though 
it was only after these incidents that 
the managing director, Mr. Masvenet,| 
paid a visit to this country. Being! 
2. prominent engineer, with great 
experience, he before all others} 
discovered’ the great possibilities in 
‘Manchuria under the new conditions, 
and was the first to. attract the: 
attention of his French group 10. 
investments in this country. He| 
himself concentrated his spec 
attention on Korea, leaving Mat 
churian matters to some of his 
colleagues. 

‘Working in Korea, as he is doing 
at the present time, he is constantly 
passing’ through Harbin where this 
Bank has its main branch, and it is 
quite possible that he will become; 
‘more Interested In Manchurian n+ 
vestments latter on.

the head of which was born in Japan|

Snancier, Mr. Fouche 

‘This Bureau received much in- 
formation from all parts of the 
world, giving all necessary details 
to French financiers, and following 
several visits made ‘by Mr. Olivier 
to Manchuria and’ Japan, a plan 
was worked out for the establish- 
‘ment of a Franco-Japanese Society for 
the development of the natural 
wealth of Manchuria and the cre 
tion of industrial undertakings. 

‘This year Mr. Foucher also paid 
‘2 visit to Manchuria to go into fur-| 
ther details and to check up the 
facts that had already been submitted, 
to the Bureau by Mr. Olivier. 

‘Other Activities 

But the above does not by any 
‘means exhaust the number of French- 
‘men who are carrying on prelimin- 
ary investigations and are interest- 
ed in investing capital in the new 
Empire. 

In 1983 Mr. Marlet, a director of 
the largest banks | in Paris—The| 
Paris-Holland Bank—arrived in Har- 
bin. “This bank holds a very prom- 
nent position in French organiza 
tions for investment of capital and 
controls a very large part of the 
Bnanciat work done: in the French 

Mr. Marlet travelled through the 
whole of Manchuria, also paying a 
visit to China and Japan, after which| 
he came to a decision to act. For 
2 practical start he took notice of 
the construction firm of “Brossar-| 
Monan," the capital of which is 
supplied by the above bank. This 
firm is considered one of the &i 
‘as regards construction work, and 
its services were offered to the’ Man-| 
churian Government on the basis 
of very wide and unlimited credit. 
‘The Government of Manchuria took| 
great interest in the offer made by| 























Ie composed ctiefly of Chinese, with 
8 small sprinkling of uninfluential ex- 
atriated Mongols who have been ap- 
pointed by Nanking and do not re- 
resent Mongol opinion at all. 


Danger of Open Breach 

‘An open breach would lead to the 
‘most “dangerous repercussions. Tt 
would then no longer be @ question 
of Inner Mongolia; there is no know- 
ing where inflamed Mongol ambitions 
might stop, so that the whole of 
North China might be gradually 
drawn in. 

Until recently the Mongols inclined 
to the Chinese connection rather than 
to that of other of their neighbours;

Small Knives Murder a Big Farmer: Soldiers’ 
Severe Revenge 
‘Front Ovn Own Commsronoext 


Sutsien, Ku., Feb. 21. 

‘More detailed information regard- 
Ing the recent rioting in the country 
between Sutsien and Tsingkiangpu 
has now come to hand. 

Tt ‘seems that there were several 
causes of the dissatisfaction and bed 
feeling among the people. ‘They 
were being forced to work on 
Jdrainage canals at very low wages, 
[sald to be about eight cents per day. 
which would buy less than two 
pounds of flour or bread. Each 
family was compelled to furnish one 
man for such work, or pay $1 per 
month, as a special tax or fine. 

‘Farmers’ flelds were being destroy- 
ed by digging drainage canals through 


em. 
‘The. ofcals were carrying out 2 
System of remeasuring. the, felds, 
Shaaging, figures in tile deeds, ete, 
Causing’ ingonventence and. loss 13 
some of the land owners.

‘The Small Knives Busy 


For some years past, branches of 
the Small Knife (or Sword) Society 
hhad been in existence in that district. 
Perhaps the main purpose of the 
originators was to build up an or- 
ganization for the protection of the 
villages against robbers. Similar or- 
ganizations have existed in China 
from time immemorial. The mem- 
bers. memorize secret incantations, 
which ender them invulnerable. 
‘They do not fear guns, swords, spears, 
‘or any other weapons. As’ man 
memorizes more and more of these 
ineantations, and repeats them more 
Jand more ‘frequently, he becomes 
more and more invulnerable 

‘When the people of the Nanhsingsi 
District, mentioned above, decided to 
revolt against thelr taskmasters and 
‘oppressors, the Small Knife Society 
there took on new life. It grew in 
numbers and efficiency. Nightly 
‘meetings wore held in each village, 
usually continuing most of the night. 
Incantations were learned and repeat 
ed with growing fervor. Weapons 
were prepared for use,

‘The Szeyang Magistrate and some 
military officers, with a limited num- 
ber of soldiers,” went out among the 
Jdiscontented people, to try to pacity 
them. While an oficial was making 
Ja speech in the open air, he and bis 
party were surrounded by large 
numbers of Small Knife Society men. 
The offcers and soldiers withdrew 
Into an adjacent village which had a 
ood wall. The village was soon sur- 
Founded by angry people, After re- 
maining there for a while, the off 
Jeers decided to break through the 
besiegers and make thelr way to the 
walled city of Szeyang Hsien. They 
succeeded in doing $0, but a good 
many officers, soldiers, and Small 
Knife Society men were klled during 
‘this. move. 

‘Thousands of troops were rushed 
{in from neighbouring districts. The 
rebels were supposed to number 
Jabout 7,000 or 8,000. When the re- 
‘nforced troops advanced, the rebels 
were defeated and fled, taking many 
of their women and children with 
them. ‘They went into the open coun- 
try bordering on the lakes of the 
Mwai River Basin, 


‘The Soldiers’ Revenge 

it is said that the commanding! 
‘officer tried to restrain his soldiers 
from unnecessary acts of cruelty and 
violence. However, the soldiers were 
Jeager for revenge, so they burned 
many villages and killed large num- 
bers of people, contrary to their: 
orders. 

Tt is a curious and interesting fact 
that some of the villagers, when 
Jeaptured by soldiers, saved their own 
Hives by proving ‘that they were 
Christians, and, therefore, could not 
possibly belong to the Small Knife 
[Society, which practices idolatrous 
rites. This is quite a contrast to the 
Jconditions in former times, when 
[Christians were in greater “danger 
than any other people. 

Tt now appears that the earlier 
reports of the casualties were con- 
siderably exaggerated, as usual. 
JSome estimate that between 100 and 
}200 persons were killed, in fighting 
Jand in revenge. It is probable that 
Ja good many children, and some 
Jadults, died of cold, exposure, and 
starvation, after being driven trom 
their homes into the lake country. 

It remains to be seen whether suit- 
Jable steps will be taken to remedy 
the unfortunate conditions which 
leaused the trouble.

Con- 
sequently, there were” surprisingly | 
few business failures at the end of! 
the old year, fewer than twenty in 
all Canton. Generally the fire de- 
partment is kept on the jump close 
to the New Year, there are so many 
deliberately caused fires. 

Bankers were all so conservative, 
their nerves were so jumpy, that they 
simply sat on the lids of their strong’ 
boxes and let the merchants and 
manufacturers and all the others get 
along without their help. But the| 
‘end of 1994 it began to be heard that! 
the capitalists were lamenting such 
4 short-sighted policy. Promises are| 
heard of an altogether different policy 
for 1985, Three Shanghai Banks have} 
opened branches here these last few 
‘weeks, and even local bankers are 
about to loosen their purse strings. 

‘Loans to factory owners and to 
farmers will be easier to negotiate, 
though the shopkeepers are still going 
to be given the cold shoulder until 
thelr -business gets better. Ci 
merchants tried to get another [oan 
this year, as they did last, to tide 
them over the period when old ac- 
counts must be seitled, but got not a 
cent from the Government or from 
private banks, Arrangements have| 
been made to have these capitaliss| 
nance the sugar cane raisers. The| 
Government has come to some un- 
derstanding with a financial group 1o| 
relieve it of this burden. 

‘The pick-up in trade, as may be 
supposed, is a spotty one; in some| 
Hines there has even been a retrograde 
movement that leaves the shops or 
factories struggling to keep afloat; in| 
others there has been but slight, if 
‘any change. Yet the indications ‘are| 
that on the whole there has been an 
improvement, and that prospects are 
bright for a ‘continuation of this im-| 
provement. Factors mentioned above 
have set money circulating. The com- 
‘munists are no longer a local menace, 
on inland waters pirates are not very 
active no matter where one goes in 
Kuangtung province, and the crimi- 
nals in city and country are being 
effectively dealt with. Security of 
body and property has never been| 
fs assured as it is now, and the gen- 
feral public has confidence in ihelr| 
governing class. All this is good for| 
‘business. If the ship has not come| 
into quiet waters, at least the most 
dangerous parts of the rapids have 
‘been evidently safely passed.

@ public market” with the con= 
sequent removal of “all sellers of 
‘meat, fish, and. vegetables from th 
streets, and the abolition of the 
street market; the erection of a new 
electric. power station by’ the com. 
pany folding the franchise, with # 
Installation of new machinery and 
equipment; the change over’ from 
direct to alternating current and the 
Fenovation and re-organization of 
the transmission and. distributing 
systems: the installation of @ drain 
Gushing and street washing pipe 
aystem throughout the most crowd- 
ed areas, with provision for exten- 
sion when funds permit; "the 
establishment of an eMicient garbage 
collection service and the immediate 
removal of garbage from Settlement 
mits; the commencement of a ger 
eral tree planting programme: the 
speedy erection of concrete buildings 
{nthe place of the buildings, large- 
ly constructed of wood, which were 
destroyed by fre in 1933. 


Political Situation Improves | 

‘The possibility of carrying out 
hese improvements was due to co- 
‘operative effort, close and happy com 
operation within the Council, the 
Joyal co-operation of the murlelpal 
staff and the good will and general 
conoperation of the ratepayers and 
of the other residents of the sland 

‘The year commenced in an 
‘mosphere of uncertainty and tension 
due (othe existence of the Fukien 
revolting armies, but with the 
defeat of these forces the political 
situation had improved andthe 
armies of the government had suc~ 
ceeded in freeing the provinee from 
the Communist menace, 

‘The Settlement had remained 
peaceful and comparatively free 
from serious or organized crime in 
spite of the continuation of a great 
amount of unemployment and co 
sequent ‘financial distress. The 
had been a total absence of political, 
social or antieforeign disorders and 
no. industrial” disputes had’ been 
reported. 

‘The annual report was accepted 
and a hearty vote of thanks given 
to the Council and to all those who 
hhad assisted it in its work.

‘The Report of the Kulangsu Muni- 
clpal’ Counell for the year ending 
December 31, 1984. in addition to the 
reports of the Chairman and’ the 
various Committees, contains statis- 
tical reports and comparative tables 
of considerable interest. 

‘The Meterologieal Report from 
Amoy shows that the highest noon 
temperature. was 932 F. on Septem- 
tber 5, 1994 and the lowest 482 F. on 
January 25. ‘The total rainfall, wa 
‘58.997 “inches and the greatest in 
‘twenty four hours was 426 Inches 
‘on May 8. 

During 1994 the total number of 
deaths in the Settlement was 463, 
the mortality being fhighest in. May 
‘and lowest in November. Of these 
deaths 94 are recorded as due to 
pneumonia. 

‘The Police report shows the total 
strength of the force as 126. The 
number of serious thefts or burglar- 
les bas been few and at no time has 
crime been allowed to become or- 
ganized, During the year 207 per 
sons. were committed to prison with 
sentences ranging from two days to 
three months.

According to foreign eye-witnesses, 
Dr. and Mrs. Bailey were sitting in 
{the front part of the ambulance while 
their two daughters were sleeping in 
jthe rear \ compartment. when the 
‘aceldent occurred. 

While going down a steep embank- 
Jment along the Chingshui River, the 
ambulance skidded in. the mud’ and 
plunged into the water. 

Although the vehicle was almost 
submerged, only its top showing 
Jabove the water, Dr. Bailey and his 
wife managed io open a window, 
extricate themselves and swim ashore. 

Half an hour, however, "elapsed 
before efforts were made to reccve 
the two girls. After considerable 
diteulty, the vietims were brought 
ashore, but all efforts to resuscitate 
them proved futile. 

Late in the day, the bodies of the 
two. girls were brought” back to 
Wuchow. 

‘News of the tragedy was a great

STATUE 


Japanese Reactionaries Try 
New Move

Apparently not satisfied’ with ‘their 
ast record, “patriotic” reactionaries 
fo-day tried a new move bul were 
foiled by a police officer. 

‘When two motor ears carrying long 
ladders and colls of rope, besides 
several men, roared through the 
deserted streets of Yokohama carly 
this morning, the suspleions of  the| 
policeman on duty al the Chola 
Bridge were aroused. He called 
eadquarters and, less than half an 
hour later, a group of eight men 
were taken to the Isozaki Pollee| 
station, 

‘Questioned by police, Tenro Tegamt, 
37, who said he was the “Director of 
Projects” of the “Anti-Communist 
‘Sun-in-Heavens Loyalty League" @and 
leader of the band, admitted they 
were out to get the head of the statue 
of Prince Ji Kamon, which stands in 
the park ‘named after the late Pre-| 
‘mier of the Tokugawa Shogunate. 

Prince Ji was slain March 3, 1690, 
near the Sakurada Gate of what is 
‘now the Imperial Palace in Tokyo by 
‘a group of “samurai” who opposed 
his “opensdoor” policy, whereby for- 
elgners were to be admitted to Japan, 

Stating that all of Japan's troubles| 
could be ascribed to the policies of 
Prince Ji and his followers, Tagam| 
Said he had started a movement to 
remove the statue and rename the 
park, 

When his agitation failed to pro- 
duce results, he decided that it was 
time to use his prerogative as “Dir. 
ector of Projects,” and that he had 
gathered the seven other men to fol 
Tow ‘him to the park, decapitate the| 
statue, take the bronze head to 
Sakurada Gate and leave it on the 
‘spot where Prince Ji was murdered.

Assassinated Hero's Son 
Marries 


Prom Oun Own Comnssroven? 


Huchow, Che, Feb. 25. 

For the past several days the city 
of Huchow has been agog with the 
exhilarating excitement and confusion 
attending the celebration of a great 
wedding. On February 24 the son 
of Huchow’s assassinated hero, 
General Chen Ying-sz, was married 
to the daughter of one of the city's 
richest and most important citizens, 
Mr. Weng Yuen-pao. 

‘Among the prominent guests were 
representatives of the National Gov- 
ernment and of the Provincial Gov- 
fernments of Chekiang and Kiangsu. 
There, were guests from Nanking, 
Hangchow, Shanghai, Nanzing, and 
many other towns, For the Shanghal 
‘contingent special cars were charter- 
ed. on the railway, and special 
automobiles and buses were employ 
ed irom Hangchow. The Huchow 
General Hospital, being adjacent to 
the bus station, was used as a walling 
place for reception committees. Ace 
‘company Mr. Dzung Liu, the chiet 
of the Klangsu Provincial Govern- 
‘ment, came a battalion of 500 guards- 
‘men. ‘These guardsmen, their num- 
bers increased by the ‘local police, 
were stationed everywhere, “along 
the streets, at “the bus "station, 
at the hom’ of the bridegroom; and 
large area surrounding the tomb of 
‘Chen Ying-sz was dotted with them, 
Everywhere one went there was a 
guard, generally mild in appearance, 
ut clutching a bayonetted rifle, All 
this to assure the quests that every 
possible ‘precaution was belng taken 
to see that they should meet with no 
danger. 

To ald the movement for the 
development and use of local pro 
‘duetions, the bridegroom and many 
of the guests are reported to have 
worn garments of a new style made 
of materials manufactured in Huchow. 

Advantage was taken of | the 
occasion of this wedding by the 
Huchow Aésociation of Business Bfen 
to raise money for the relief of large 
umbers of distressed people, unusual 
ly large this year on account of the 
reat drought of last season and of 
the continuing business depression 
For this purpose a troupe of attors 
‘was brought from Shanghai, and for 
three days there was given in the 
largest theatre a series. of dramatic 
represenations taken from stories of 
the Three Kingdoms and other tradl- 
jonal sources. Tt is understood that 
A large sum of money was realized.

Mr. Lattimore Foretells Rise of Frontier Regions: | 
Point of Balance in Eurasia 


Mr, Owen Lattimore, editor of 
racic Affairs” and a leading 
authority on the history and culture 
fof Manchuria and Mongolia, spoke 
fon “The Importance of the Frontier 
Regions of China” last. Wednesday at 
the tifin meeting-of the Pan-Pacific 
Association held’ in the Metropole 
‘Hotel, Mr. L. T. Chen presided and 
introduced the speaker, who was, he 
sald, one of the very few foreigners 
who read: both Chinese and.

WHANGPOO 


‘Tug Master and Crew Have 
‘Narrow Escape 


In ‘the grey morning on Friday, the 
tug’ St, Aubin, badly ‘holed. in’ the 
mid-section, sank in 30 ft. of water 
‘oposite the Yangtszepoo Dock, as a 
Fegult of a collision in which she and 
the China Merchants ss. Kiang Shun 
were Involved. The St, Aubin went 
own within s few seconds, without 
Joss of life, though Capt, C.'A. Rous 
fell and ‘three men only left her 
when the decks were awash, The 
Kiang Shun suffered severely above 
the ‘waterline, soveral bow . plates: 
being badly buckled. She is now at 
the Kinleeyuen Wharf, undergoing 
repairs.

MISSING 


Chinese Youth Leaves Clue 
in Biblical References 


‘There is more than a suggestion of 


a modern version of the Prodigal 
Son in a. letter which recently 
reached Shanghai describing. the| 


mysterious journeying forth of Mr 
Loh Kwang-tong of Bangkok, Siam, on 
February 13, 1934, Mr. Loh, son of 
a wellto-do miliowner, “was just 
completing his work at St, Stephen's 
College when he left Hongkong with 
no word, save a message to a friend 
stating, “You will understand why 1 
fam going when you réad John 4:35; 
Luke 12: 22-84; and Luke 14: 25-35. 
His brothers recall that the youth, 
about 20 years old, remarked on two. 
‘or three occasions that he would like 
to become a Christian preacher and 
five his life to the poor people of 
China. 

Reference to the passages he men- 
tions discovers, first a reference to 
the harvest which coneludes, "Behold 
Tsay unto you, Lift up your eyes 
fand ook on the flelds for they are 

hile already to harvest". ‘The 
cond passage includes the exhorta~ 
tion to cultivate the light of the 
spirit, and rebukes unbelief, while 
the final passages deal with’ the re- 
quirements for discipleship and in- 
elude the verse stating "So Ukewise, 
whosoever he be of you that forsaketh 
not all that he hath, he cannot be 
my diseiple: 

‘Apparently young Mr. Loh followed 
this to the letter, for he left with only 
the sult of clothing he wore, and that 
‘a poor one, though he left plenty 
‘of good clothes In his room besides 
some §50. in cash. From that day 
forward, his family has heard nothing 
from him, Reported to have been 
seen in Canton, Mr, Loh, described 
‘ts obedient, studious and quiet, could

brothers. ‘There was no quarrel nor 
luck of eare oF affection to account 
for his disappearance, according to 
members of his family who are anxi- 
ous to find him.

CHILD DROWNS IN 
POND 


George W. Diveley Victim of 
Park Accident 


George Wright Diveley, the six- 
year-old son of Mrs. H, Diveley, was 
Growned in the pond facing’ the 
eastern side of Jessfield Park, shortly 
after noon on Saturday, when he fell 
into the water while at play on the 
Kank with other children. ‘The 
cident occurred near the stone bridge 
‘over the pond and only a few steps 
from where crowds of visitors to the 
park were pasting, enjoying the 
Spring Weather. The somewhat steep 
incline of the bank caused the boy to 
slip Into the water, 

The tragedy took place at about 
1230 o'clock and nearly cost the 
Tite of another boy, Robert Lee, the 
seven-year-old son’ of an American 
resident, who, according to reports, 
went into the pond after young 
Diveley in au effort to save his life. 
He became unconscious, but was re- 
vived. 

‘Park attendants who learned of the 
accident rushed to the scene and 
‘ragged the two boys from the pond. 
Diveley, ft was said then was. still 
breathing. A Fire Brigade» ambul 
‘ance was summoned and efforts were 
made to revive the victims. Only 
Lee responded to the treatment, and 
he was taken, with the lifeless ‘body 
of the other’ child, to the Country 
Hospital, wnere he was pronounced 
out of danger shortly afterwards, 

‘A Gatiant Youngster 

‘The tragedy occurred at about 12.30 
pam. at a place where the water is 
about 8 #. deep and the bank leading 
jown to the water slopes sharply. 
‘The two children, were playing to- 
gether on the sloping bank when 
suddenly Diveley lipped and felt 
| into the water, Lee immediately went 
to his reseue and managed to grasp 
some shubbery with one hand and 
fone of Diveley’s arms with his other 
hand. He then ‘tried. to’ pull his 
friend out of the water, but his 
grip on the bank suddenly gave way 
‘and he too fell into the water, scream. 
ing, as he felt. 

His screams attracted the altention 
of a Chinese police watchman, who 
Immediately rushed to the spot, where 
| he saw the boys’ caps and other things 
floating on the water, Realising what 
hhad happened, he straightaway went 
to the rescue, and got hold of Lee, 
Dut the weight of the boy, and the 
sharp slope ‘of the bank, prevented 
him getting out and he ioo shouted 
for help. A second Chinese police 
watchman “heard his shouts and, 
hurrying to the scene, helped to get 
Lee out and then assisted in bringing 
up Diveley. 

Watchmen Do ‘Thelr Best

| and Lee soon recovered, but Diveley 
remain unconscious, Several people 
by’ this time, had been attracted to 
the ‘scene, and-an ambulance was 
sent for.

Nanking Order Received by 
City Government 





Pull protection for private property 
and freedom for the peopie to choose 
their business was reaffirmed ina 
order received by the Shanghai City 
Government from the Executive Yuan 
on Monday. ‘The local authorities 
were instructed to pay serious atten- 
tion to any request for the sealing 
oF confiscation of people's property 
‘and interfering with thelr freedom 
te work, and should this request be 
made by the district Kuomintang, the 
Cily Government should refer’ the 
matter to the Central authorities m= 
mediately. Should. such a request 
come from any other organization, 
It'should be refused at once. 

‘The above order was adopted by 
the Central Politieat Council in com- 
pllance with a joint proposal to. this 
effect by Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, 
Chairman of the Military Council 
‘and Me. Wang Ching-wel, President 
2 the Executive Yuan. "The order 
was based on Articles 18 and 37 of 
the Provisional Constitution of the 
Political Tutelago period of the Re- 
public of China promulgated at 
Nanking on June 1, 1031. 

“Article 16 reads: ' “Except in ace 
cordanee with law. no private pro- 
perty shall be sealed or confiscated. 
Article 37 reads: “AM persons sball 
ibe free to choose their profession or 
cceupation. But when it is contrary 
to the public interest, the State may, 
by law, restrict or deny such free- 
dom."

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS 


‘The Legal Position 


To the Editor of the 
“Nomru-Cuuwa Dany News” 

Sm—In view of the many reports 
received by the Shanghai Society, 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals from persons witnessing 
fruelty to animals in the In~ 
ternational Settlement and French 
Concession, asking for advice as 
to what ‘steps they should take] 
if the methods that should be adopted 
‘be set out clearly. 

Tn order to arrive at a proper un- 
derstanding of the matter, the public 
should realize that, unless there is a. 
condition in a licence issued by the’ 
Shanghai Municipal Council or the 
French Municipal Couneil covering 
the specific act of cruelty witnessed, 
there is no remedy available owing| 
fo the present absence from the Chin- 
ese Criminal Code of any provision 
making cruelly to animals a criminal 
offence. 

‘This, of course, does not apply to 
[crutity committed by persons subject 
to extraterritorial jurisdiction, as. in| 
nearly all cases erualty (o animals ean 
‘be punished under the laws of the 
nationality of the party concerned, 
In such ‘cases detailed information 
given to the police as soon as possible 
‘and to the Society would be the most 
effective means of taking action by a 
member of the public. 

‘Where a non-extraterritorial case of 
cruelty Is observed, the only thing 
that can be done’ is to ascertain 
‘whether the offender can be punished 
lunder any licence condition, such as 
that “of a pony-carriage, or livery. 
stable, or market stall licence con- 
dition, ete, ete. 

‘Wheelbarrow licences, eg, it should 
be noted, provide that all live stock, 
should be carried in a humane man 

When, therefore, witnessing a 
breaeh ‘of a punishable licence con-_ 
dition, the proper course to adopt is 
to call the nearest policeman  and| 
point out the offence to him, at the 
same time making a full note of the 
circumstances and either also réport| 
the offence to the Police Station con- 
cerned in person, or by telephone 10} 
the Sergeant on Duty explaining who 
you are and what has happened: any. 
person taking upon himself to act in 
this way must be prepared, if neces~| 
sary, to go to Court when called upon 
to give the necessary evidence.

The case of A. L. Vainer et Al, 
doing business under the style and 
firm name of The Harbin Union of 
Bankers, v. Shriro Bros, (China) 
Lid. was twice adjourned in. the 
US. Consular Court when it came 
before Mr. William ‘T. Collins, Act 
ing Commissioner. ‘The — plaintift 
who are Russians without extraterri- 
torial privileges, are represented by 
Mr. Myron Wiener of Rodger. and 
Company. while the defendant is re- 
presented by Mr. J. B. Davies of 
‘Schubl, Davies and L. E. Lurton. 

‘The ' plaintifts seck to recover 
{$923.67 on a promissory note alleged 
to have been made by M. Trigubot 
‘of Tientsin In favour of the defend- 
ant, and fyrther claim that the plain- 
tis paid"the sum of $901.87 to the 
defendants as holders of the note. 
Court was adjourned to permit. the 
plaintiffs to secure a telegram, ‘after 
Dart of the evidence was taken. 
‘Messors. S. L. Vainer and Joseph L- 
Drobinoff testified. When the ses- 
sion was resumed at 1023 am., Mr. 
Wiener complained of illness and the 
ease was adjourned.

Mr. Allman termed the de- 
livery of the money to Mrs, Mark, 
a British subject, and the deposit of| 
the money by Mr. Loonis, a Belgian 
subject, a device employed to keep, 
the cash out of the jurisdiction of 
the U.S. Court. He called attention| 
to a judgment given in favour of| 
Mr. Hudee in February, and recalled 
that no writs of attachment could be| 
issued, since, at the time, there was| 
no judge sitting. He was prepared| 
to show that the money deposited 
with ‘the “China Finance Company] 
was Mr. Mark’s and the Court had| 
Jurisdiction over it 

‘Judge Helmick remarked that the 
situation was the same as when the| 
Court was confronted with a deposit 
in the name of Myra L. Mark. 

Mr. Myron Wiener observed that] 
Mr. Loonis had assured him that he 
would willingly put in an appearance, 
and stated that Mr. Loonis’s evidenee'| 
probably would show that he was| 
indemnified by Mrs. Myra L, Mark. 

“Do I understand that Mr. Wiener 
Ig stating that Mrs. Mark will now 
claim the money i hers?” asked Mr. 
‘Allman. 

“I am merely stating my opinton| 
of what the evidence will probably 
show, just as you stated the opinion 
that ‘Mr. Loonis will state that he 
hhas no personal interest in it" said 
Mr, Wiener. 

“T believe that it is necessary tu 
have Mr. Loonis in Court.” said 
Judge Helmick, who maintained his| 
Stand despite Mr. Wiener's argument, 
‘and his suggestion that the Judgc| 
might, be assuming jurisdiction over| 
anothér national. 

“On the contrary,” said Judge 
Helmick, “I don't see how anyonr 
‘could possibly object. If Mfr. Loonis| 
‘comes in and states that the money| 
is not his, then we will proceed. to| 
hear other witnesses. I believe that 
it Is necessary that Mr. Grant Mark 
should be formally notified. If the| 
evidence takes a turn, it will be 
brought to a matier between Grant 
‘Mark, Mrs. Mark, and the China Fi 
‘nance Company.”

Hwa Chung-chu, a former clerk of

Giving evidence at the inquest, 
the woman stated that she had 
previously gone to Paris with a 
friend on the strength of a telephone 
all from McSweeney, who was then 
staying in the French capital. 

‘She was greatly alarmed at Me- 
‘Sweeney's conversation as he gave 
her the impression that he was going 
to kill himself. She and her friend 
managed to reach him in time, how- 
fever, and brought him back to Lon- 
don ‘on Sunday, but he committed 
ssulelde on Monday. 

‘The Assistant Under-Secretary of 
State at the Colonial Oflice told the 
Coroner that McSweeney had had a 
brilliant career. He had served for 
two years in Uganda, then under the 
Secretary of State and Sir Samuel 
‘Wilson and had also worked in vari- 
ous departments of the Colonial and 
Dominions Omices.

Whether the film “Lives of a 
Bengal Lancer” is to be shown in 
China or not it may be interesting 
to know something of the regimen< 
round whose exploits the film is 
nominally composed. Reviews 
which have reached Shanghai in- 
dicate that the film takes practical~ 
ly nothing from Major Yeats 
Brown's “Bengal Lancer” except 
‘the title and the regimental 
atmosphere. It is, according to 
London critics, a straightforward 
and accurate, if melodramatic ac- 
count of frontier warfare with, 
perhaps, a little license taken with 
‘the romantic side of Indian customs 
a3 portrayed by popular novelists. 
‘The trailers seen in Shanghai show 
that somehow the officers of the 
Bengal Lancers on the Frontier 
manage to be present at gorgeous 
nautch, which is the opportunity 
for the introduction into the film 
of nautch-girls clothed in their 
‘traditional garments. 


‘The name Bengal Lancer is per- 
fectly correct, but it is actually 
‘extraordinarly misleading. The regi- 
ment to which the story belongs 
is now the 15th Lancers, which in 
1922 was formed by the amalgama- 
tion of the 17th Cavalry and the 
37th Lancers (Baluch Horse) and 
is composed of one squadron of 
Pathans, one of Sikhs and one of 
‘Mussulman Rajputs (Ranghars). 
Tt will be seen, therefore, that te 
describe the 15th Lancers as Bengal 
Lancers would be about as accurate 
as to describe a regiment raised in 
Shantung as Canton Cavalry. 


Yet the two regiments which are 
now amalgamated as the 15th 
Lancers were respectively Bengal 
Lancers and Bombay Lancers until 
quite recent times. The 17th 
Cavalry, for example, were known 
as the 17th Bengal Lancers in 1901, 
‘and they became the 17th Cavalry 
only in 1903. The 37th Lancers 
were the 7th Bombay Lancers in 
1890 and did not take their later 
title till 1908. The secret of this 
curious nomenclature lies in the 
reorganization which dates back to 
1796 when the Honourable East 
India Company's troops were 
‘organized into the Bengal, Madras 
and Bombay Armies. As ‘Clive of 
India” is a ‘alm which is shortly 
coming to Shanghai, it is ap- 
propriate to mention here that 
Clive may be called the Father of 
the Indian Army in that his 
organization was the first which 
intrecuced British ofcers in In- 
dian units, and certain features of 
ls system still survive in the In- 
ian Army to-day. 











‘The Bengal Army in pre-Mutiny 
days differed from the Bombay and 
‘Madras Armies in that it was, like 
Clive's battalion, composed of 
men of high caste. No provision 
‘was made in the regimental lines 
for the men's families and the 
sepoys were accustomed to visit 
their families at regular intervals. 
‘The extension of the East India 
Company's rule to the north of 
India was one of the chief causes 
of the dissatisfaction which gradual 
ly generated in the Bengal Army 
and led after the Mutiny to the 
complete abandonment of the re- 
cruitment of the high caste men 
of Bengal. 








Until 1922 there was a nominal 
survival inthe battalion then 
imown as the 1st Brahmins. That 
isg-now the 4th Battalion of the Ist 
Punjabi Regiment and is composed 
entirely of Punjabi Mussulmans 
and Gharhwalt Brahmins, neither 
‘of, whom have much association 
with the Bengali, although it will 
be seen that the idea of high caste 
stil exists with the Ghashwalt 
Brahmins. The Gharhwalis are

During the first night, when the 
mob was many thousands strong 
and in an ugly mood, the officers 
and men of the 27th Cavalry, with- 
out using their fire-arms, managed 
to keep a cordon in the face of 
great provocation and actual 
violence. 


‘The regiment, like every Indian

‘The 17th Cavalry at one time was 
organized on what was known as 
‘the Silladar system, only three 
Indian cavalry regiments until 
recent years” having 
the British organization. ‘The 
Silladar system was compar- 
able with the English yeomanry 
system under which the individual 
soldier supplied and maintained 
his horse, clothing, equipment and 
farms other than his rifle and lines, 
receiving in return a higher rate 
of pay than the non-Silladar 
soldier whose things were furnished 
by the Government. The wealthier 
Silladars were allowed to enlist 
fellow-countrymen who were too 
oor to provide their own horses 
and equipment. These poorer men 
‘were known as Bargirs and were 
equipped and maintained at the ex- 
pense of their more fortunate 
patrons, to whom, of course, a rec~ 
ognized. proportion of the Bargirs 
pay duly went. Later this system was. 
modified and the Silladar remained 
the owner of his horse and equip- 
ment but on recruitment paid a 
sum of money as an assami to the 
regimental funds, and from this 
lessamt his horse and equipment 
‘were purchased by regimental ar- 
rangement. ‘This brought about 
greater uniformity in mounting the 
men and less pecuniary embar- 
rassment for the Silladar. 

From the Government's point of 
view the Silladar system was high- 
[ly advantageous ‘because of its 
cheapness, especially in peacetime, 
but the “Great War proved its 
fentire unsuitability when active 
service was necessary. ‘The main- 
tenance of the Silladar regiments 
‘were transferred to the Stateias soon 
as the war broke out and now the 
system has gone for ever as the 
result of recommendations made by 
Lord Esher’s Committee and carried 
out in 1920,

‘Now, what is the meaning of this| 
‘somewhat vague formula? 

‘Political formulas of such a kind 
‘are generally a little vague and they| 
are intentionally kept more or less 
foggy and complex in their outlines. 
It'is not “done” in diplomatic life, it 
is not usual, simply “to call a child 
by his name.” Doing so might pos- 
sibly spoil the carrying on of certain 
very definite plans. Take for instance 
the” Morocean Question, the Man- 
‘churlan Question, the Danube Ques-| 
tion, the Eqyptian, Iran, Philippines | 
Question,—all these “Questions” or 
‘sometimes “Perlis” have all to be| 
regarded, according to good old 
diplomacy, as being: very complicated, 
‘and if they are not, they are to be| 
made as complicated as possible, 


Confiieting Interests 

Up tl now such plain words as' 
“Distribution” oF “Colonization” have| 
never been used, indeed have been| 
earefully avoided in open and diplo-| 
‘matic language. Officially and half-| 
officially the Powers have repeatedly 
‘assured, how friendly they were] 
feeling ‘about their neighbour whose| 
sovereignty should always be respect- 
fed as holy and inviolable. “Only oc- 
asionally, there might have been| 
tome unoielal and irresponsible talk} 
‘bout “developing” and “opening” or| 
elvilizing” the country. Only in this| 
connection it) may have happened | 
from time to time that certain "pro- 
posals” were brought forth, certain 
Srecommendable measures” to be! 
taken by the Abyssinian Government, 
granting the neighbouring powers| 
Certain economic rights or privileges, | 
so-called “concessions” in which they| 
‘were interested respectively. 

So, Britain is particulary interested 
to have a barrage erected at the 
‘Abyssinian Lake Tana in the North. 
Taly proposes to construct a railway 
in the eastern part of the country, 
‘whereas France pursues other projects 
of a different kind following the more| 
general lines of what is diplomatical- 
{y called “pacific penetration.” But 
ait this is said to be by far more 
altruistic than egoistic. It has been] 
stated, again and again, that by grant-| 
ing. these “concessions”, Abyssinia 
would not only act as a perfect 
neighbour, but’ would also benefit 
herself the most of all. She would| 
become 
ed's trade and commerce would 
Feceive an impetus and flourish as| 
never before. In short, Abyssinia 
could scarcely do anything  more| 
Feasonable than grant all that at her 
earliest convenience.

‘These two items are the key-notes 
for every problem in Abyssinia, . To 
understand’ that to its full extent, 2 
glance at her history is indispensible. 

‘Out of the immense African desert,

‘with waters, woods and prairies, a 
Garden of Eden, cut off! from. the 
Outerworld.

‘On this Highland of Habesh, the 
Ethiopian or “Abyssinian realm has 
been ‘established from the very first 
beginnings of recorded history, elro- 
‘lyphic inscriptions upon the Pyramids 
‘of Gizeh (4000 B.C.) manifest it; 
Homer (3000 B.C.) mentions it in his 
famous Iliad the Bible tells of the

called Frumentius wandered up. the, 
Nile valley to Abyssinia, ‘preaching 
the Lord's word. In less than twenty. 
years practically the whole of the 
[population was converted, But it did 
ot stop at that: the whole of Abys- 
sinian life became based upon God's 
word and Christendom! ‘The Bible 
‘was promulgated as Constitutional 
Law, as Civil Code, Penal Code, Code 
‘of Procedure, as Taxation Law, Moral 
Code and everything. Since that time 
‘also. monarehism has been 9 power 
famong the people and the stronghold 
of the realm, the rulers being re- 
farded—up to the present day!—as 
direct descendants of the Queen of

Foreign Invasion 
It was not until the last third of 
century that the great 
powers began. thelr frst systematic 
Attempts to establish more substantial 
relations with the legendary Christian 
kingdom.

Enter Diplomacy 

‘Then the foreign Powers began to 
establish normal diplomatic—although 
one-sided—relations to the Abyssian 
Crown. And once in permanent con. 
tact with the ‘Negus Negesti as, well 
fs with each other, the diplomats dis 
fot Tose anytime fo weave thelr nets 
and try, now diplomatically, to, bring 
thelr hosts urder the control of thei 
Fespective.potentates and to secure 
the precious hinterland for them- 
selves. 

But Menelik’s wit proved perfectly 
equal to their refined art, The old 
Negus Neges! developed tha system 
fo easy in conception, yet by, no 
‘means easy {9 have it work, of play~ 
{ng each of his three. mighty adver- 
ities against the other. He very| 
Soon realized that the three interested 
partie, although altogether "opposed 
{fo him, were competitors of each| 
other, either in Aftica or in Europe| 
for gomewhere in the rest” of. the| 
World and there seemed never to be| 
Tfull accord on the possibility of a 
Joint action. So, whenever No. 1 
Became too tiresome or obtrusive, he
